On the oilier 
hand, the editor who is tiulded by 
straight-laced Purltanclal standnrils 
In passing on what "copy" should iii> 
allowed access to the composing room

few will take the troijble to read. 
The only safe rule is to seek out llic 
golden mean of which Horace sang. 
The mm who edits a newspaper 
should be neither a prude nor a rake. 
A saint would make as big a fizzle 
of the business as a devil. Ho who 
would Kiicceeil in fullest measure in 
the task of makiiiK a newspaie r llial 
will win and hold the favcjr of llii' 
great masses of the people iniiKl be a 
man of the slri(lesl integrity, yei 
broad enough to understand and sym- 
pathize with the many who suffer 
from one or another of the nian.v 
forma of human frailty to which man 
Is heir. 

Those whose habit is to decry what 
they term the sensationalism of the 
press would do well to remember 
that the great majority of the fourth 
eatate are Imbued with a sincere d(^- 
alre and purpose to do their work 
obnsoientlously ahd faithfully and 
they strive diligently to get at the 
exact t^ta, that tbey may do no man 
an Injustice. The power of the press 
ts great, but to their credit be It said, 
tbere i.^ on part of most of the men 
who make up the BtafTs of Amerlcai;

Are the Packers Profiteers?

The Federal Tr.-ide Commission in its recent report on war profits, 
stated that the five large meat packers liave been profiteering and 
that they have a monopoly of the market. 

These conclusions, if fair and Just, are matters of serious oonown 
not only to those engaged in the meat packing bnainesB but to every 
other citizen of our country. 

The figures given on profits are misleading and the statement that 
the packers have a monopcdy is umnipported by the facts. 

The packers mentioned in the report stand ready to prove their 

profits reasonable and necessary^ 

• • • • 

The meat business is one of the largest American indurtries. Any 
citimn who would familiarise himself with its details must be pre- 
pared for large totals. 

The report states that the aggregate profits of four large packers 
were $140,000,000 for the three war years. 

This sum is compared with $19,000,000 as the average annual profit 
for the three years before the war, making it appear that the war 
profit was $121,000,000 greater than the pre-war profit. 

This compares a three-jrear profit with a one-year profit— a mani- 
festly unfair method of comparison. It is not only mideading, but 
the Federal Trade Oommission apparently has made a mistake in 
the figures themselves. 

• • • e 

The aggregate three-year profit of $140,000,000 was earned on sales 
of over four and a half billion dollars. It means about three cents 
on each dollar of sales— or a mere fhtotion of a cent, per pound of 
product. 

Packwi' profits are a negligible factor in prices of live stock and 
meats. No other large business is oondooted upon such small mar- 
gins of profit. 

• • • e 

Furthermore— and this is very important— only a small portion of 
this profit has been paid in dividends. The balance has been put 
back into the business. It had to be, as you realize when you con- 
sider the problems the packers have had to solve — and solve quickly 

— during these war years. 

To conduct this business in war times, with higher costs and the ne- 
cessity of pajring two or three times the former prices for live stock, 
has required the use of two or three times the ordinary amount of 
working capital. The additional profit makes only a fair return on 



this, and as has been stated, the larger portion of the profits earned 
has been used to finance huge stocks of goods and provide addition^ 
and improvements made necessary by the enormous demands of our 
army and navy and the Allies. 

• • • • 

If you are a business man you will appreciate the significance of 
these facts. If you arc unacquainted with business, talk this matter 
over with some business acquaintance —witli your banker, say — and 
ask him to comi)are profits of the packing industry with those of any 
other large industry at the present time. 

• • • • 

No evidence is offered by the Federal Trade Oommission in support 
of the statement that the large packers have a monopoly. The Oom- 
mission 's ow» report shows the large number and importance of 
other packers. ^ 

The packers mentioned in the statement stand ready to prove to 
any fair minded pmon that they are in keen competition with each 
other, and that they have no power to manipulate prices. 

If this were not true they, would not dare to make this positive 
statement. 

Furthermore, government figures show that the five large packers 
mentioned in the report account for only about one-third of the meat 
bnsineu of the country. 

They wish it were possible to interest you in the details of their busi- 
ness. Of how, for instance, they can sell dressed beef for less than 
the cost of the live animal, owing to utilisation of by-products, and 
of the wonderful story of the methods of distribution throughout 
this broad land, as well as in other countries. 

The five packers mentioned feel justified in co-operating with each 
other to the extent of together presenting this public statement. 
They have been able to do a big job for your government in its 
time of need; they have met all war time demands promptly and 
completely and they are willing to trust their case to the foirminded- 
ness of the American people with the facts before them,

Ilei-f Loaf. Chili CdU Came, Heef 
Trininiings. Ilologna, anil Frankfnr- 
ers. may he served al aii\ Imie 

2. In tlie Stale of Kenlniky llie 
mid-day meal from II lo 2 o'eliiek will 
he considered the meal al which heef 
may he served.

SLAIX 

Cicneral Count von MIrbach, Qer- 
I'nan Ambassador to Russia, has been 
assassinated at Moscow, according to 
Rerlin report.
